EDUCATING LITERATURE, 


It was said by a biographer of Ed- 
ward Everett that be was a man of 
one idea, and that ‘dea the education 
ofthe people... The concentration of 
the mind upon such a thought would 
not be likely to result in narrowness. 
If Mr. Everett had lived to our day, 
he would have seen his desire real- 
ized in some wonderful ways. As an 
educator of the people, our periodical 
press is performing a service that 
would have filled him with entku- 
siasm. Not to speak of the attention 
devoted by the daily and weekly 
newspapers to reports of scientific 
lectures and discussions, look at the 
work now performed by the great 
magazines. When one examines the 
contents ofa magazine like the Cen- 
tury, and then thinks cf the phenom- 
enal circulation, by which it reaches 
every month 600,000 or 700,000 readers, 
he sees that it is promoting the edu- 
cation of the people ina magnificent 
way. Even the diversion furnished 
is educational; for the stories are all 
of high order and readers-who have 
got a taste for such fiction as 
that ef Mr. Howells or Mr. Cable 
are not likely to return to the beggar- 
ly elements of the flash novels. The 
education of the taste, through the 
presentation of the most exquisite 
specimens of wood engraving the 
world has ever seen, is another con- 
tribution to the cause so dear te Mr. 
Everett. The popularization of science 
by means of finely illustrated articles 
on various branches of natural his- 
tory, is another efiective method of 
popular education employed by the 
magazine. Anda still more import- 
ant service is the publication, in 
serial form, of historical studies of the 
highest value. Take such a werk as 
Dr. Eggleston’s “ History of Life in 
the Thirteen Colonies,” now appear- 
ing in the pages of The Century. No 
more important addition to American 
history has lately been attempted. 

The second installment of this work, 
which treats of “The Planting of New 
England,” is equally faithful and 
euqally felicitous. The title of this 
history should not be lightly passed 
over by the reader. It isa history of 
life in the 13 colonies. The political 
com plications, the wars, the doings of 
Governors and kings, are only touched 
upon in so far as they affect the life of 
the people; the aim is to present, with 
ail possible fullness, the family life, 
the religious life, the social life, the 
industrial life, the commercial life, of 
the whole peeple. 


CONSOLIDATING COUNTIES. 
The Virginia Enterprise says: 
Whether Churchill should be an- 
nexed to Washoe or to some other 
county are questions upon which 
there may be ground fer good honest 
differences of opinion. But we sub- 
mit that there should be no two opin- 
ions in regard tothe wisdom of re- 
ducing the present number of counties 
in Nevada within reasonable limits. 
It will require the exercise of some 
moral courage on the part of the Leg- 
islature to accomplish so profitable 
a reform in the interest of the tax- 
payers. They will discover at an 
early stage in the work that every 
p»ssible obstruction will be thrown in 
their way. The army of office-holders 
which will have to be stricken off 
the pay-rolls, in the event of consoli- 
dation will fiod it incumbent upon it- 
self te fight to the bitter end any 
movement of this character. The ab- 
surdity of keeping up the machinery 
of a county government for a section 
of territory having less than 200 voters 
has long been recognized by the peo- 
ple of this State. Whether or no any 
other county is to be obliterated from 
the map, it is pretty certain that Chur- 
chill will have to go. But the busi- 
ness of consolidation should not erd 
with Churchill county. There is a 
wide field for the rectification of the 
cvunty boundaries elsewhere. Lyon 
¢.unty should be annexed to Storey, 
and Douglas to Ormsby. Out east, 
lander and Eureka counties could 
get along much better in partner- 
ship under one county government. 
Controller Hallock said that “the 
burden of taxation is imposed by the 
counties, and that retrenchment meas- 
ures, to effectually relieve the people, 
must inelude in their scope county 
affairs as well as State.” “Counties,” 
he adds, “might be combined and 
some officers with,”
